SENATOR CUDABACK PRESIDING

SENATOR CUDABACK: Good morning. Welcome to the George W.
Norris Legislative Chamber. Our chaplain this morning is Father

ASSISTANT CLERK: Nr. President, LB 600 was introduced by
Senator Coordsen and a number of members. (Read title.) Bill

was read for the first time on January 12th of last year,
referred to the Revenue Committee. Revenue advanced the bill to
General File, where it was considered yesterday. At that time,
an amendment was offered by Senator Wickersham. Committee
amendments were adopted. I now have an amendment offered by
Senator Coordsen, AN2934.
